Contested Sisstiaan 


May Have Bearing on 
Presidential Race. 


Mexico City, September 25.—Presi- 
dent Obregon is facing probably the 
greatest test of his administration, 
following the muddled and dangerous 
situation which has arisen from the 
contested elections in the state ot 
San Luis Potosi.

Rehearing Granted 
By Supreme Court 
Reversing Decision 


After first refusing a motion for 
a new trial to R. H. Chance, of 
Jenkins county, sentenced to life im- 
prisonment on a charge of murder, 
the state supreme court granted a 
rehearing and on Tuesday reversed 


its first decision and allowed the sec- 
ond trial. 

Chance was convicted in Bulloch 
superior court, where the case war 
heard on a change of venue, of the 
killing of Watson Allen on Christ 
mas day, 1921.

The 
prosecution charged that Chance was 
the leader of a raiding party which 
fired into Allen’s home, killing kim.

Grounds upon which the supreme 
court granted the new trial were 
that the defendant had not been pres 
ent thronghout his entire trial.

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Cause of Wreck 
Of Destroyers 


Error of Judgment Was 
Responsible, Says Lieu- 
tenant Commander. 


San Diego, September 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —An error in judg- 
ment caused the wreck of seven de- 
stroyers off Honda, Cal., September 


8, according to Lieutenant Command- 
er Donald T. Hunter, commanding of- 
ficer of the U. 8S. 8. Delphy, which 
was leading the column when de- 
stroyer squadron eleven rode into the 
surf at 20 knots. 

He was being croas-questioned by 
counsel for other defendants and had 
just finished. citing an unseasonable 
northerly current and the type of 
radio ‘compass used at Point Ar- 
guello as the “real causes” of the 
destroyer disaster when he was in- 
terrupted by Admiral W. V. Pratt, 
senior member of the court.

I think there is also a possibility 
that abnormal currents caused by the 
Japanese earthquake might have been 
another contributory cause, or mag- 
netic disturbances connected with the 
solar eclipse affecting the compass, 
but of these I cannot, of course, 
speak with any first hand knowl- 
edge.”

NATIONALIST MOVEMENT 


CAUSES SOME ANXIETY. 

Paris, September 25.—(By the As 
sociated Press.)——-The political situa- 
tion in Germany as the aftermath of 
the decision to abandon passive re- 
sistance in the Ruhr is being watched 
by the French government with some 
anxiety in view of the possibilities of 
a nationalist movement, such as one 
tending to separate Bavaria from the 
reich; the outbreak of military bolshe- 
vism in Prussia and fresh impetus to 
the separatist movement in the Rhine- 
land. Should serious disturbances of 
any sort arise in the rest of Germany, 
it is thought they would most certainly 
have the result of increasing the num- 
ber of Rhinelanders desiring to assure 
continuation of their tranquility by 
separation. 

The allied troops, it is asserted in 
official circles, will not be allowed to 
take sides in any conflict, as in the 
absence of other military force re- 
sponsibility rests upon them for the 
maintenance of order in the occupied 
territory. There is good reason for 
the conclusion that the French at- 
tribute little importance to the separ- 
atist movement thus far, but that they 
will not intervene to prevent the in- 
habitants from taking any action they 
see fit, so long as order is not dis- 
turbed. 

See New Regime. 
In the event the cessation of pas- 
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sive resistance is not attended by vio- 
lent outbreaks, the allies will, it is 
assumed here, be faced at once with 
the ne¢essity of providing for a new 
regime of oceupation. 

The hypothesis is that the indus- 
trial leaders of the Ruhr, freed from 
the restrictive policies of the Berlin 
government will repeat the promises 
made after beginning of the occupa- 
tion, to pay the coal tax demanded 
by the occupation authorities and to 
cooperate with them. 


It is anticfhated that the German 
government, pending final settlement 
of the new terms for the payment of 
reparations wil] ask that the expelled 
functionaries be allowed to return to 
the Ruhr, that the imprisoned indus- 
trial magnates, including Dr. Krupp 
ven Bohlen, be released and that the 
rigors of the occupation be lessened. 

Information gleaned from official 
circles here indicates there will be no 
stout objection to a change in the oc- 
cupational regime, and that the 
French government is 
rid it as far as possible of its dis- 
agreeable features. The return of the 
German functionaries, however, is a

Clemency Good Policy. 

Clemency toward those Germans im- 
prisoned is regarded as certain to fol- 
low a show of good will by the Ger- 
man government in execution of its 
obligation and a disposition on the 
part of the industrial leaders to co- 
operate with»the allies. 


The difficulties before the allies 
under a new regime in the Ruhr, 
which are being dwelt on here, are 
the necessity of keeping the district 
supplied with food and in finding 
markets for the exports, which latter 
task is complicated by the fact that

It 
is remarked in French circles, how- 
ever, that the idea is not to take over 
the task of exploitation, but on the 
contrary, since the passive resistance 
is ending, to leave it in the hands of 
the Germans, 

Premier Poincare, it is understood, 
will also favor leaving it to the Ger- 
mans to decide what reforms are re- 
quired to put their finances in order 
and how to make ready to pay repara- 
tions, reserving it to the reparation 
commission simply to supervise the 
working of those reforms and report 
whether they are sufficient to ac- 
complish the end in view. 

_ Until the character of the German 
financial reforms is known, the 
French government wil] maintain an 
expectative attitude, reserving its 
appreciation of the events now passing 
in Germany until it appears clearly 
whether there is a real “change of 
heart” on the part of the Germans 
enn their obligations. If such 
change has taken place, then it is 
thought here the other steps toward 
a reasonable settlement of the repara- 
tion question will be comparatively 
easy. 


NO DISTURBANCE CAUSED 
BY CHANGE IN POLICY. 

Dusseldorf, September 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —The decision of 
the Berlin government to cease passive 
resistance in the Ruhr and the Khine- 
land thus far has not produced a rip- 
ple of disturbance among the popula- 
tion of the Ruhr. 

Notwithstanding leading editorials 
in the German newspapers, even as 
late as Monday, predicting that there 
would be a spontaneous outburst of 
disorder if passive resistance were 
abandoned unconditionally, the news 
of its actual abandonment could not 
eg produced a more undramatic ef- 
ect. 

As to whether the lack of visible 
excitement was due to stupefaction 
caused by the abruptness of the Ber- 
lin government’s decision, or whether 
the population generally fully real- 
ized that passive resistance already 
had petefed out on its own accord, 
opinion of the leading Germans today 
was divided. Some of today’s news- 
papers declared that the government’s 
decision was the only thing to be 
done and that it was really “the na- 
tural course of events.” 

Other newspapers satisfy the pride 
of their readers by saying that while 
Chancellor Stresemann and his cabi- 
net apparently decided to give up 
passive resistance, there really were 
mental reservations and a successful

“Bootlegging Oil.” 


Mr. Holloway in general criticized 
the method of depending ujson the 
reports of the oil shippers themselves 
for a check upon the number of cars 
of oil brought into the state He 
said this left a loophole for what he 
described as “bootlegging in oil,” 
meaning the bringing of oil into the 
state which was not inspected and 
which did not pay the inspeciion fee, 
either to the local inspectors or into 
the state treasury. He cited one in- 
stance in Atlanta where it was dis- 
covered that one oil company was not 
reporting all its cars. This discovery, 
be said, resulted in the payment Ly 
that company of a check for almost 
seven hundred dollars on ver _ ship- 
ments which had not been reported 
previously. 

Mr. Holloway also gave it: as his 
opinion that the gasoline inspection 
law was faulty in that it provided 
merely for the specific gravity test of 
the oil at a certain temperature and 
did not provide any test as to the 
quality of the oil or means to keep 
low grade oil out of the state. He 
said he did not know that low grade 
oil was shipped into Georgia, but did 
not believe the test now required was 
of any value.

FOR GREATER ATLANTA. 

The qualified voters of East Point, 
College Park and Hapeville will vote 
respectively Tuesday, October 2, on 
whether or not each municipality in 
question shall be merged with the 
municipality of Atlanta. 

These elections are to be held 
pursuant to and in accordance with 
an act of the recent general as- 
sembly amending the charter of the 
city of Atlanta. 

Under the provisions, and by 
reason of the fact that East Point. 
lies. adjacent to what would be the 
incorporate borders of Atlanta, with 
East. Point annexed, and that both 
College Park and Hapeville are 
situated beyond and adjacent to East 
Point, the voters of College Park 
and Hapeville may register unani- 
mous approval of the merger, but 
unless the voters of East Point shall 
do the same thing their votes will 
have been cast in vain. 

On the other hand, if East Point 
should favor the merger and the 
other two municipalities should not, 
then East Point would become a 
part of the city of Atlanta, while the 
others would remain separate incor- 
porations as they are today. 

It is obvious, therefore, that East 
Point holds. the key to the situation, 
and. the fight of the anti-merger 
element in all of these suburban 
towns is being concentrated upon 
the East Point voters. 

It is practically assured that Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville voters will 
overwhelmingly favor the merger. 
It is essential, therefore, that the 
progressive element that sees in this 
opportunity for a greater Atlanta, 
also greater land values, greater 
municipal developments, greater city 
advantages, greater industrial and 
commercial and financial opportun- 
ities for each of the present separate 
suburbs, should bend every energy 
possible in bringing the Bast Point 
pro-merger vote to the polls. 

When viewed di:passionately and 
with. progressive thought and a 
broad vision, It is difficult to see 
how any resident of either of these 
suburbs can object to the merger 
proposal. 

In all social, business and financial 
ways, by reason of their proximity, 
these suburbs are today a part of 
Atlanta; and yet, by reason of separ- 
ate municipalities, necessarily much 
weaker because of their comparative 
smallness, they are denied the ad- 
vantages of the great municipal 
services of Atlanta. 

These enlarged services are now 
offered to these suburban residents, 
on an equal basis with the Atlanta 
residents, and with an actual saving 
to these suburban residents in the 
costs of taxes, insurance, lights, 
water, gas and other city assess- 
mers. 

It may be claimed that the occu- 
pation or privilege taxes—the 
licenses—for business will be higher 
through the existing Atlanta 
schedule. 

This in some cases {is true; in 
others the Atlanta fees are lower 
than those charged by these smaller 
governments. 

Assuming that they are higher on 
the whole, the general acceleration 
to business, by being in the city of 
Atlanta, will far more than offset 
any marginal license increase. And 
the economies in other essentials for 
business, particularly insurance; 
and the greatly increased protection 

services, in fire, police, city-plan- 
ning, street cleaning, health, etc., 


due to the strength of Atlanta’s re-| 


sources, will infinitely more than 
offset the license ircreases. 

Schools, and public educational 
facilities, are always matters of 
deepest concern, and in this respect 
the appeal for the merger is pecu- 
liarly strong. 

The Atlanta course, from primary 
through high school, is two years 
longer than those of the suburban 
municipalities, and when it is con- 
sidered that Atlanta taxes are even 
lower, the advantages of this may be 
best appreciated. 

Any, objection to merger on the

theory of “losing identity” is un- 
tenable. Each of these municipalities 


full representation in the general 
council, this being a decided ad- 
vantage because it would give these 
suburbs, really a part of Atlanta in 
all but government and government 
service, a voice in the municipal af- 
fairs of Atlanta, including the loca- 
tion of schools, etc. 

There are no better arguments In 
favor of merger than the examples 
of West End, Kirkwood and Oak- 
land. 

When they were separate munic- 
ipalities their public services were 
necessarily restricted, and this in 
turn was reflected in real estate 
values, building activities, schools, 
and all material things that go to 
make cities great and prosperous. 

Since their merger into Atlanta 
they have become powerful and 
potential sections of the city, with 
every advanatge, enormously in- 
creased populations, greatly en- 
hanced property values, and quick- 
ened to the throbbing, vibrant spirit 
of Atlanta that means so much to 
residents of Atlanta. 

Atlanta will warmly welcome 
these suburban municipalities, not 
in the sense of annexation, but in 
the broader and more ideal sense of 
becominz a part of Atlanta, with full 
measures of advantages, responsibil- 
ities and pride of citizenship. 


PEACE FOR EUROPE? 


The complete surrender of Ger- 
many In its passive resistance to the 
French occupation of the Ruhr will 
mean a quick settlement of the 
reparations dispute, and the indus- 
trial rehabilitation of both France 
and Germany, provided, first, the 
militaristic policy of a few of the 


French leaders does not prevail in 
any serious attempt to restore in- 
dustrial peace on continental Eu- 
rope; and provided, second, the 
United States enters cooperatively 
with other nations in arranging an 
international loan for Germany so 
that she may revise and standardize 
her currency and open her markets. 
All of this depends necessarily 
upon the sincerity of the German 
people, under the Stresemann re- 
gime, to meet her honest obliga- 
tions, and to seriously begin the 
restitution of her broken resources 
in an honest manner, with sacred 
governmental intentions to show 
herself worthy of international con- 
fidence and help. 

It is most gratifying to note a 
conciliatory attitude on the part of 
France, and an equally frank, demo- 
cratic position taken by the Strese- 
mann cabinet. 

Great Britian has contributed ma- 
terially to the surrender of Germa- 
ny and the lifting of the military 
pressure in the Ruhr, and its diplo- 
macy in treating with the German 
premier has been of a high order. 
The relieved situation reestablishes 
the amity of the entente, and goes 
a far way in lifting other ruinous 
clouds that have hung menacingly 
over the world. 

While this government has had 
no part in the negotiations, although 
the chief beneficiary of any amica- 
ble settlement, other than the na- 
tions at issue, it is obvious that she 
cannot escape her responsibility in 
helping to reestablish a credit for 
Germany, by which trade relations 
and economic betterments may fol- 
low diplomacy.

CHAPTER XIIJI.—CAN AUSTRIA LIVE? 
By John F, Sinclair 


The league of nations in attempt- 
ing to rebuild the shattered aconomic 
system of the little republic of Aus- 
tria, has undertaken the mwst far- 
reaching piece of construction work 
she has so far attempted to co. 


The peace of St. Germain cut Aus- 
tria to pieces. Trade lines built up 
through the labor of hundreds of 
years were hopelessly bruken. Her 
territory was reduced from 261,000 
square miles to 33, square miles. 
Her population shrank from 51,000,- 
000 in 1924, to 6,500,000 today. The 
politicians, in carving Austria to 
pieces, took no account of economic 
laws in their folly and madness. 


The situation was made even more 
difficult by the very s'ze of Vienna. 
This great city of two million of peo- 
ple had been built up by being the 
very center df the cultural, eancation- 
al, business and social life of Central 
Europe for a thousand years. To- 
day Austria, covering an area as 
as large as Maine, is bemmed in by 
countries who have erected high tar- 
iff walls and who will only sell goods 
to her C. O. D. 


Low Production. 


Dr. Michael Hainisch, the fine old 
president of Austria, and an agricul- 
tural professor, told me that the land 
of his country was producing less 
than one-fifth of the amount of food 
needed by her people to live. Four- 
fifths must be bought outsid». After 
years of intense cultivation of all the 
available land, the president thought 
about one-third of the food needed jn 
Austria can be raised within. Sixtr- 
five per cent of her food must al- 
ways be purchased outside Austria, 
What an impractical and ‘wpossible 
economic unit for politicians to carve 
out. It is like cutting the heart out 
of a person, putting it on a platter 
and expecting it to continue to func- 
tion. 

Here’s the way the Austrian heart 
on the platter of civilization fune- 
tioned :

Prices on Increase. 

Prices increased as the purchasing 
power of the money fell. Prices in 
May. 1923, were 11.400 times as high 
as in August, 1914. Wages were 
from 3,500 to 5,000 higher. That 
means that the pre-war standard cf 
living for the workers had been re- 
duced from one-half to three-fifths. 

At this time Anstria was dying 
by inches. Vienna looked like a 
haunted city. She kept up her great 
opera, but it seemed like a mockery. 
I called on a former cabinet minister 
in his squalid home. Never have I 
heard a more pitiful story. The 
story of how Austria was gone—her 
culture gone. Her great university 
founded in 1365 and the first in im- 
portance in Europe in centuries, was

destitute. The state subsidy was re- 
duced from 600,000 in 1914 to 14,000 
in 1921. Some of the greatest ex- 
ponents in the world of biology, 
medicine, the natural sciences, mathe- 
matics, political economy and law, 
were being forced to quit only to 
black boots or sell papers on the 
streets of Vienna for a _living. 
That's what wrecking the interna- 
tional exchange machinery has meant 
to Austria. The league of nations 
decided to take a hand. Somebody 
must make the attempt. Austria, 
desperate, demoralized, discouraged, 
her national vitality gone, would 
agree to anything. Could Austria be 
made to function as an economic 
unit, could she pay her way or must 
she die? 

Dr. Zimmermann, former mayor of 
Rotterdam, was appointed commis- 
sioner-general of Austria, in Octo- 
ber, 1923. He is directly responsible 
to the league of nations. He arrived 
in Vienna in November, 1922. He 
rules Austria as a financial dictator.

oo one Base aoe unsecured 
ones stopped on Novemb 
18, 1922. The krone since then had 
become established at 71.000 for one 
dollar. That is the important thing 
now. To know that next month or 
the next six months, the money will 
not fluctuate either up or down. Sav- 
ings bank deposits have increased 500 
per cent during the past three months. 
Confidence is returning to her people. 

The most serious problem is that 
of the increase of unemployment. 
There are twice as many men out of 
work today as there were six months 
ago. It has become a real menace. 

it is useless to balance the budget 
without at the same time promoting a 
healthy industrial life. This is Aus- 
tria’s real difficulty. Can she support 
herself? Can she pay her way? 

No financial scheme, however com- 
plete, can solve the problem for Aus- 
tria. She must, in the final analysis, 
earn aS much with her exports as she 
purchases plus the interest charges 
on her foreign debt. The problem is 
one for the people of Austria to solve. 
The loaning of money to Austria will 
not keep Austria from collapse. un- 
less she can pay by her excess of ex- 
ports, the cost of her imports and 
interest charges on her borrowings. 

Can she do it? The league of na- 
tions has helped her over the first 
hurdle but the other hurdles are much 
harder to get over. 


Knotty Problem. 


I canndt say Austria’s problem is 
insoluble though, in my opinion, sev- 
eral hundred millions of dollars will 
be needed to enable her to increase 
her industrial activities sufficiently 
to enable her to pay her imports and 
interest charges and live, 

What I do say is that in addition 
to being able to obtain huge sums 
for industrial expansion, the recovery 
of Austria cannot take place without 
an immeédiate restoration of the in- 
dustrial life of Europe and especially 
of those countries of central Europe 
who are her neighbors and customers 
—Hungary, Germany, Russia and the 
Balkans. 

More even than Great. Britain, 
Italy and Belgium, Austria must have 
European markets «o pay her way. 
Tariff walls must give way to free 
trade. For years to come her load will 
be a heavy one. Another Furopean 
war—or even a localized Balkan af-

The southern negro would not have been 
so easily persuaded if he had been prosperous 
in the south. How to make him prosperous 
is a subject that concerns all of us, because 
if 40 per cent of our population ie enticed 
away, we shall shrivel and dwindie in 
greater ratio than is now the case. 

I believe you can help materially if you 
will give special attention to the work done 
under the direction of Phil Campbell of the 
State College of Agriculture. He has a 
corps of negro farm demonstrators at work 
throughout the state, improving the pro- 
duction of negro farmers and thus enabling 
them to become more prosperous. To carry 
stories in your paper of negroes who have 
been conepicuously successful tn their efforts 
will inepire other negroes with the confi- 
dence that they, too, can do well, and 
possibly get their names into the paper 
which, by the way, is a great incentive even 
to white people). 

Phil Campbell is sending ont bulletins 
monthiy which contain items of special in- 
terest to negroes, if not to the entire com- 
munity. I am taking ihe liberty of urging 
you to give these bulletins attention and 
reprint items that you may think of special 
interest.

There is a reason for this fixed lawless- 
nese in Atlanta—and the bold and defiant 
attitude of the criminals point wunerringly 
to a weakness in our courts or constabulary, 
or both. 

By day and by night the robber, footpad, 
snatch thief and frresistible bootlegger g0 
about their unlawful business without fear 
of molestation, apparently. 

The highwayman, robber, petty thief, 
bootlegger, auto demons who kill and crip- 
ple—all members of the lawless fraternity— 
move in daylight and dark with an amaz- 
ing boldness that strikes terror to all hon- 
est people. 

We spenk of crime stalking abroad—not 
in Atlanta—crime strides and struts on 
strecte dnd highways, openly, brazenly; 
no fear of detection—hence no fear of the 
law. 

Why all this defying of. the law—tincrease 
in crime? 

The Journal of Labor from time to time 
has called attention to the a of the 
courts toward the bootlegge hen appre- 
hended and convicted he pays all costs and 
departs from the courts only to resume his 
business. He regards the action of the 
court {n the nature of an assessment—or 
license. 

In the meantime the bootlegger has build- 
e@ a strong organization along offensive 
and defensive lines. 

Now, what has all ‘his to do 
present crime situation? 

We belleve very much—we are of the 
opinion the wide-open manner in which the 
bootlegging traffic has heen allowed to pro- 
ceed is largely responsible for the every- 
Gay activities of the criminel class in 
Atlanta. 

Criminals are criminals whatever class or 
grade they may be—and always a bond of 
fraternity exists between them. 

This conclusion is not unreasonable when 
we consider the relation—and near relation 
—much of the crimes committed bears to 
the Lquor traffic. 

If we are to enter upon a crusade against 
crime it would be wise to deal first with 


with the, 


the bootlegger: cvertake him at the first 


opportunity and give him a sentence on the 
chaingang. This would end for a while 
his damning jofiuence in city, county and 
state—and even the courts would be free 
from eriticism. 

It ts remarkable how close the liquor 
traffic ia related to crime in Atlanta. 

Departments organized to uphold the law 
and euppress crime nave not been free 
from its slimy inflnuente. 

The court records show sworn officers of 
the law have paid the penalty on account 
of the seductive influence of the bootlegger. 

In the murder trial just ended, the boot- 
legger played no unimportant part. 

The trial now in progress, but for his 
presence, one man would be alive and wel!— 
the other enjoying his freedom. 

Suppress bootlegging and much of the 
crime will disappear.

“Who shall be the 
greatest?” The one who serves best, 
whether at the top or at the bottom. 
Tomorrow — “International Chris- 

tianity.” 


J. C. Hallman, Pioneer, 
Eighty Years Old Today, 
Celebrates Anniversary 


J. ©. Hallman, pioneer Atlantan, 
will be eighty years old today. He 
will celebrate the occasion quietly at 
his home, 163 West Peachtree street. 

Mr. Hallman came to Atlanta im- 
mediately following the Civil War in 
which he served throughout as a 
Confederate soldier. He was born 
in Shelby, N. C., coming to Georgia 
as a small boy, locating in Forsyth 
county. 

At the close of the Civil War and 
before Atlanta had recovered from 
the holocaust of its war siege, he en- 
tered business with T. J. Hightower, 
organizing the well known’ grocery 
firm of Hightower & MHaliman, 
which remained in business for a half 
century, liquidating soon after the 
death of Mr. Hightower. It estab- 
lished the unique reputation during 
its entire existence of discounting by 
cash all] bills against every invoice of 
goods purchased, while at the same 
time the firm was carrying the ac 
counts of hundreds of customers 
throughout the state. 

On the death of Mr. Hightower, 
and the retirement of Mr. Hallman, 
several handsome offers for the con- 
tinued use of the firm’s name, were 
received, but they were all turned 
down. The corporate name of the 
firm was regarded as an excegdingly 
valuable asset, based largely upon its 
well known integrity and _ solid 
strength. But Mr. Hallman prefer- 
red to liquidate the business, refusing 
to sel] the right to the use of a name 
whose value represented the Jabor and 
the high business integrity of a half 
century’s association of the two men 
who established it. 

Mr. Hallman has for years been 
director and vice president of the At- 
lanta Banking & Savings Co., is vice 
president of the Georgia Railway & 
Electric Co., and is connected with 
other large Atlanta interests. He 
was interested in the organization of 
the first electric power plant in At- 
lanta, and has been identified with 
every progressive movement inan- 
gurated in Atlanta since the Civil 
War. 

At 80 years of age he is as hale and 
as hearty as he was 30 years ago. 
While not actively connected in any 
business now he makes a daily round 
of the enterprises with which he is 
connected, and in the administration 
of which his counsel is a valuable 
factor. 

Mr. Hallman is a man of whom it 
may be truthfully said—if ever truth- 
fully applied to anybody—that “his 
word is as good as his bond.” 

Carroll Payne’s Tribute. 

J. Carroll Payne, associated with 
Mr. Hallman in several Atlanta bnusi- 
ness enterprises said of him yester- 


ay: 

“T have known him for more than 
thirty years, and never during that 
time have I known him to say or do 
a thing that he or anyone would re- 
gret. I have never during this period 
heard one person say anything about 
him save in praise. He is to me the 
type of a true man—tre? to himself 
and his friends; all who know him 
are his friends. — 

“Time works upon us all, mellow- 
ing our disposition and temperament, 
beveling the sharp edges of our likes 
and dislikes, but, he has not need- 
ed time to soften him—his disposition 
is always full of sunshine. Far bet- 
ter than wealth or position is the 
reputation laboriously acquired by a 
lifetime of straight living.” 


FAIR WEATHER TODAY 


Temperatures Still Continue 
Slightly Warm in Atlanta. 


Fair weather with unchanged. tem- 
peratures was predicted for Atlanta 
today by Meteorologist C. yon 
Herrmann.

Wishy-Washy Cleanliness. 

A lot of folks have no hesitancy at 
all about sitting down to eat withont 
treubling to wash their hands. The 
whole rite or ceremony of cleanliness 
—among people—is on just that 


plane today. 
Cleanliness as the well-trained santi- 


tarian, the modern surgeon and the 
educated physician know it, does but 
affect finger bowls, but does dis- 
criminate between clean dirt and 
dirty dirt; the finger bowl ceremony 
unhappily fails to protect the indi- 
vidual against the dangers of dirt. 
dirt, even if it removes the clean dict 

Clean hands, the modern sanita- 
rians assure us, are of the utmost im- 
portance in the prevention of the 
spread of disease. But, the laws or 
ordinances, if any, requiring restau- 
rants, cafeterias and lunchrooms to 
provide suitable lavatory facilities for 
their patrons are sometimes inopela: 
tive, and the health authorities who 
teach cleanliness are often not con- 
cerned about filthy conditions in 
these ordinarily invisible places. 

In every place where food is dis- 
pensed for consumption on the prerm- 
ises—this includes ice crgam and can- 
dy—running water and soap shou'! 
be provided for the unrestricted use 
of patrons. Nothing elaborate in the 
way of fittings is required. But if 
something of this kind were pro- 
vided in all such places, the examp.e 
set by clean folks would, in a little 
while, create a universal fashion of 
washing the hand before partaking 
of food: this would mean a tretnen- 
dous advance in public bealth. 

It is anpleasant even to mention 
the things that happen to people who 
neglect this little health habit. 'n 
children, for instance, infestation 
with worms is one of the risks in- 
volved in eating with unwashed 
hands. It is rather remarkable tha’ 
even in some of the public schow! 
eafeterias where hundreds of children 
take lunch, very few indeed warh 
their hands before eating. 

Some people imagine that if their 
hands do not look really dirty, wash- 
ing is unnecessary. I have just tried 
to point out that the dirty dirt, the 
dangerous dirt, may be quite invisitle 
to the eye. The eggs of the intestina! 
parasites are scarcely visible to the 
naked eye. The germs of disease sre 
invisible. Yet a little soap and water 
will destroy or remove them,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Ancient Remedy. 

I have heard of spraying the throat 
with a solution of subsulphate of iron 
or some such remedy, or taking it 
internally, I am not sure which, to 
prevent diphtheria. Will you kindly 
ave vee opinion about this?—Mrs. , 

Answer—Some such idea prevailed 
many years ago, before the cause and 
nature of diphtheria was known. But 
the use of such sprays or gargies 
seems to have little appreciable ef- 
fect, even when diphtheria germs are 
present in the throat; the “carrier” 
condition persists long after the pa- 
tient has recovered from the attack. 
There is no evidence that any spray or 
gargle will prevent diphtheria, if one 
is exposed to the disease. 

Stopping Perspiration. 

Is it injuriousinany way to stop 
the perspiration in the armpits? If 
not, what will do it?—S, A. 

Answer—No, provided the agent 
employed does not irritate or poison, 
The best thing I know of is a seju- 
tion of half an ounce of aluminung 
chloride in three ounces of rain water 
or distilled water. Thies may be 
mopped on the skin under the arms 


with a ball of cotton, and allowed to - 


dry before dressing. An application 
each day or each alternate day fcr 
three or four times wil! usually con- 
tro) the sweating; the somtion mey 
be used again later as needed. 
Rupture. ‘ 
oe 2 slight rupture be cured?— 
Avswer — Rupture (also called 
hernia and breach) is a bulging or 
protrusion at some point in the ab- 
dominal wall. In infants under 6 
months of age, proper supporting 
dressing or appliance sometimes 
cures. In older individuals nothing 
short of operation willl cure rupture; 
the operationis generally safer than 
the uncured rupture would be. Ina 
few cases in young adults, when tbe 
hernia is incomplete or only “threat 
ened.” the preserving use of exercises 
which bring the abdominal and groin 
muscles into use, while the wes 
place is supported with one hand, 
may prove sufficient, but this is cer- 
tainly not sufficient when there is def- 
inite ruptnre. One who has a hernia 
or rupture should wear a suital-e 
support or truss if an operation can- 
not be had, for while such support 
does not prevent the danger of stran- 
gulation, it does diminish the like!i- 
hood of such an accident, provided it 
is a suitable support and supports the 
right place.

Would Equalize Schools. 


N6 state in the union, said Dr. 
Ballard, is rich enough to operate a 
school system direct from its treas- 
ury and any administration which at- 
tempted such a thing was doomed to 
defeat. 

The superintendent made it clear, 


however, that he thought the state, 


should guarantee equal educational 
opportunity to all children in the 
state, whether in country or city.

Coast Line, with headquarters in Sa-/| 


vannah, attended, R 
Court Makes Ruling. 


The court was inclined to the view 
that under its deed and possession 
the railroad was not the owner of the 
fee or freehold, but that it was the 
owner of an exclusive easement 
Therefore, it was entitled to forbid 
the erection of any tower or post on 
its right-of-way or any interference 
with the free use thereof, but that the 
South Georgia Public Service com- 
pany had the right to erect such 
towers as necessary and string its 
transmission lines across the right-of- 
way of the railroad, provided such 
towers or posts were not placed upon 
the right-of-way, and provided, fur- 
ther, that its transmission lines were 
not strung so as to incerfere with the 
free and safe operation of said rail- 
road. 

The South Georgia Public Service 
company is building a transmission 
line from Albany to Valdosta, via Tif- 
ton. At a point eleven miles east of 
Albany and ten miles west of Sylves- 
ter its line crosses the right-of-way 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad. 
[t'is stated that one of is forty-foot 
towers was erected on the right-of- 
way of the railroad and the wires of 
its transmission line were — strung 
across same. Plaintiff alleges that 
employees of the railroad bent and 
cut the wires, destroyed the tower 
and removed the debris from its right- 
of-way. ‘Therefore, the South Geor- 
gia Public Service company brought 
petition for injunetion, restraining 
defendant railroad from _ interfering 
with the construction of its lines, 
either at the point in question or at 
any other point, expressing its intent 
to cross the right-of-way of the rail- 
road at Sylvester and also at Tifton. 
In addition, the sum of $5,000 dathages 
was asked. 

Claimed Good Faith. 


Plaintiff claimed good faith in the 
construction of its transmission line 
across the right-of-way at the point 
In question, under an agreement al- 
leged to have been reached in Albany 
between attorneys representing toth 
sides. It was necessary to show good 
faith because of the damages asked. 
Attorneys for the Atlantic Coast Line 
contended that the agreement in ques- 
tion concerned another line, that to 
Baconton, into which an old acree- 
ment entered as a factor, and that 
the only agreement under which crouss- 
ing of its right-of-way could be al- 
lowed would be the standard form of 
contract under which power com- 
panies were permitted to cross rail- 
road rights-of-way which form must 
be signed, or agreement to sign posi- 
tive, 

Point of Contention. 

The real point of contention, how- 
ever, was the form of title under 
which the railroad company held pos- 
session of right-of-way. If its title 
was a freehold, or fee absolute. then 
the railroad had the right to forbid 
plaintiff from crossing its lines, either 
in the air above or under the earth 
beneath. If, however, it held title 
under easement, for the use of the 
right-of-way for railroad purposes, 
then it had no right to forbid plaintiff 
from crossing .its right-of-way: at any 
point where such crossing was neces- 
Sary, provided its towers and trans- 
mission line were erected in such 
way as not to interfere with the safe 
and secure operation of the railroad. 
The plaintiff contended that the de- 
fendant held title under easement 
only. The defendant claimed title 
under freehold, or fee absolute, and

Associated Press.)—The proposed 
resolution for the interpretation of 
article X of the league. of nations 
covenant was rejected by tue league 
assembly in plenary session today. 
Persia alone voted against the reso- 
lution, but a unanimous vote was 
necessary to obtain the assemb)y’s ap- 
proval, 

The resolution provided that the 
constitutional authoritiese of each 
state alone should have the right to 
determine to what extent ml tary as- 
sistance should be accorded other na- 
tions if their integrity were threat- 


ened. 

In the debate before the vote the 
representatives of both Persia and 
Panama spoke against the resolution. 
The Persian delegate, however, said 
bis country was willing to have the 
resolution submitted to the perma- 
ment court of internationa: justice 
for an advisory opinion. 

Canada Favors Resolution. 

The Canadian spokesman favored 
ihe resolution and the French rep- 
resentative, Professor Josevh Bar- 
thelemy, in an eloquent adjircss, also 
approved it. The Frenchman remark- 
ed that the,impression exisied among 
some of the delegat@s that with arti- 
cle X thus interpreted the entrance 
of the Uni States into the league 
migh be hastened.
